An 11-inch high jade carving of 
the Ch'in Dynasty (221-206 B.C.) 1 
has a gentle bath to scrub away 
the collected dust of centuries. 


Museum in San Francisco are currently 
cleaning, repairing, restoring and cheek* 
ing every fact and facet of a collection of 
more than 5,000 pieces of Oriental art. 


San Franciscans overwhelmingly 


voted a special bond issue of $2,725,000 
to build a special wing, almost doubling 
the size of the museum, just to house the 
collection. 


The unique collection, said to be one 


of the finest in the world and still grow- 
ing, was donated to San Francisco by 
Avery Brundage, Chicago businessman 
and president of the International Olym- 
pic Committee, after. the city agreed to 
build the wing. 


Exhibits in the new wing, which opens 


in June, cover the past 4,000 years from 
neolithic times to the present. They will 
be arranged according to geographic lo- 
cations with sections devoted to China, 
India, Tibet, Korea, Annamese Khmer, 
Siam, Nepal and Persia. 


Explaining his choice of San Francisco 


for the collection, Brundage said he 
hopes that it, combined with the Bay 
area's colleges and universities, will 
form a foundation for appreciation of 
Oriental culture. 


"San Francisco has long been consid- 


ered the gateway to the Orient," he ex- 
plained. "Now we're building a bridge 
of knowledge through studies of these 
art objects."
